SPARKS FROM MARK: 

In "Sparks" this week, I will continue the 
discussion on the altar and in particular the altar 
stone and relics. A relic is an object kept and 
reverenced as a memorial of a holy person. 
Relics include the bodily remains of such 
persons, for example, bones, or teeth as well as 
objects that once belonged to them, such as 
clothing. 

Veneration of relics plays a role in several 
religious traditions. In Christianity, the origins 
date back to the ancient practice of celebrating 
the Eucharist on the tombs of martyrs, martyrs 
being the ones who died imitating Jesus in his 
suffering and death. 

Veneration of relics enjoyed widespread 
popularity especially in the Middle Ages, and 
the Crusades helped in their popularity. The 
veneration of relics also led to abuse such as 
superstition and magical powers. Relics of 
saints and martyrs were being bought and sold 
and frequently they were inauthentic which 
caused grave scandal to the Church. Because of 
this abuse, relics today must be certified as 
authentic by Church authority and may not be 
bought or sold for money. 

In the Church's history and tradition, the altar 
was often placed over the tombs of the saints or 
relics of saints were deposited beneath the altar. 
The presence of relics of saints in the altar 
provides a witness to the Church's belief that the 
Eucharist celebrated on the altar is the source 
and grace that won sanctity for the saints. The 
custom of placing small relics of martyrs or 
other saints in an altar stone and setting this in 
the mensa has changed since the Second 
Vatican Council. Relics of martyrs or others 
saints may be placed beneath the altar, as long 
as the relics are of size sufficient for them to be 
recognized as parts of a human body and they 
are of undoubted authenticity. Relics are no 
longer placed on the alter or set into the mensa 
in an altar stone. (Built of Living Stones 
paragraph # 60 ). 

St Ambrose says that "the triumphant victims 
come to their rest in the place where Christ is 
victim: he, however, who suffered for all is on 
the altar; they who have been redeemed by his 
sufferings are placed beneath the altar. 

Next week I will move our discussion to the 
ambo, the lectern where the word of God is 
proclaimed and preached.

Scripture 

- "Remember to keep holy the sabbath day. 

Six days you may labor and do all your work, 
but the seventh day is the sabbath of the LORD, 
your God.

- Jews demand signs and Greeks look for 
wisdom, but we proclaim Christ crucified, a 
stumbling block to Jews and foolishness to 
Gentiles, but to those who are called, Jews and 
Greeks alike.

Reflection 

- Does the sacred time of the Sabbath and the 
sacred space of the temple open a way to God in 
Hebrew Scripture? 

- Is a sacred time and a sacred space important 
to your spiritual needs? Is it a way to set aside 
the world to be present to God? 

- Does Christ crucified transcend a sacred time 
and sacred space and open a new way to God? 
Do you find Christ in your heart, closer than 
your own being? 

Note the Psalmist's words, "I sought the Lord 
and he answered me." Where did the Lord 
hear? Within. Where does he reply? Within. 
There you pray, there you are heard, and there 
you are made happy. Therefore, enter your 
heart. Happy are those who delight to enter 
their hearts and find no evil. (St. Augustine) 

Put the things of creation in the second place. 
You have to leave this world at some day, for 
you are not going to remain here forever. Each 
day you hear, "Lift up your hearts." But you 
sink your heart into this world as though you 
heard the very opposite. Listen to me you who 
are poor: what is lacking to you if you have 
God?
